According to Vice President 
Bush, the goal at this point for the space program is an eventual trip to Mars 
and a space station in operation by 1996.

RATTLE AND HUM

With their superstar status nearly 
guaranteed by the critical and public 
acclaim that follows their every 
move, U2 is cementing their place in 
the history of rock with anew album. 
This soundtrack from the upcoming 
film Rattle and Hum, takes no 
chances with the marketability of 
these Irish rockers. 

The release consists of live per- 
formances from their last tour, and 
new music, always in demand by U2 
fans. Two new songs. “Desire” and 
“Angel of Harlem,” are already get- 
ting a great deal of air-play,as well as 
the live version of “Bullet the Blue 
Sky,” formerly released on the 
highly acclaimed Joshua Tree al- 
bum. 

Rattle and Hum is an absolute 
must for all U2 fans, but I say that 
with some reservations. Although 
the content and quality is definitely 
up to the standards of U2, it seems to 


me that this venture was a little * 


rushed. 

In the past year and a half a great 
deal of new music has been released 
to the public. At least 30 new songs 
have been pressed. including B-sides 
of Joshua Tree singles, various 
songs from compilations and efforts 
with other artists such as Robbic 
Robertson and Clannad. 

Despite the large volume of new 
work, the songs remain consistently 
enjoyable and different. U2 does not 
suffer from the problem of having all 
of their songs sound the same. 
“Angel of Harlem” is a soulful, 
Motown tribute to blues great Billie 
Holiday, and “Van Dieman’s Land” 
is a folksy ballad, with a rare lead 
vocal by guitarist Edge. 

Then there is the grinding, whir- 
ring version of “Bullet” that be- 
moans the evils of war, from the point 
of view of Salvadoran farmers, and 
of corporate religions. Lead vocalist 
Bono jabs at TV evangelists who

Joseph E. Prentice, a lawyer from Kansas, arrived in Santa Ana in 1912 to raise monkeys and wear 
disguises to fool his maids. He started in the mule Susiness but soon found that he could make a 
fortune buying up orange groves at distress sales during the Great Depression. 

Prentice bought a stately mansion belonging to E.D. Burge at a public sale in 1931, moved in and 
called it home. Except for a few monkeys and housekeepers, he lived alone, “a somewhat cantanker- 
ous character,” as described by Orange County historian, Jim Sleeper. 

On May 19, 1949, Prentice donated 12 acres of orange groves to the city of Santa Ana for a park, 
stipulating that the city also build a playground for children. After some bickering, the city decided to 
accept his offer. 

On Arbor Day of 1953, the Santa Ana High School band played at the flag- raising ceremony 
marking the dedication of the park. The Santa Ana American Legion Color Guard opened the 
program while Alec Nichols, minister of the First Methodist Church, gave a speech titled, “Parks -An 
Asset.” 

Other speakers included Mayor Courtney Chandler, Judge Kenneth Morrison, master of ceremonies 
and honored guest Joseph E. Prentice. Rabbi Maurice Shalom closed the program with a benediction. 
During all the hoopla, local girl scouts and brownie troops planted 64 liquidamber trees. 

The “good sized zoo” that presiding parks superintendent, Dale Griggs, envisioned is now a 22-acre 
menagerie of animals sandwiched between the Santa Ana Freeway and the Saddleback Inn. Over 
200,000 visitors frequent the park each year. : 

Because of its location and limited space, the Santa Ana Zoo will never rival it’s neighbor to the 
north, the Los Angeles Zoo or the world renowned San Diego Zoo to the south. However, Bill 
Shokey, spokesman for the chamber of commerce in 1965, thought it could become a major tourist 
attraction by showcasing an exhibit featuring animals native to California. 

The plan called for a bus-loading zone, parking meters and relief from taxpayers wallets; the main 
reason for drawing up the plan in the first place. While never becoming the major tourist attraction 
Griggs envisioned, it did outlast Lion Country Safari, built years later, which ended in bankruptcy 
court. 

Things began to change when Claudia Collier became superintendent of the zoo in 1981. Her plans 
to upgrade the park included: 

* Changing the collection of animals by focusing on the unusual; 

* Renovating the animal exhibits for a more natural look; 

* Hiring a curator and starting educational programs for school children plus a “zoomobile” to visit 
senior citizens at rest homes; 

* Building a 150 seat amphitheater for educational programs; 

* Starting a food concession program and adding an elephant ride. 

Collier is proud of the accreditation given to the zoo by the American Association of Zoological 
Parks and Aquariums in 1985. Only 97 of about 500 zoos in the country can claim this accomplish- 
ment. 

The upgrading continues with replacement of chain link cages with more open areas and cutting 
costs with breed management, a system of breeding animals among zoos to acquire more species.
